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Dog park’s $27K lights to be paid privately

The Agawam Dog Owners Group has set 
its sights on lights — but not on the town 
budget. 

The newest upgrade to the two-year- 
old dog park off Maynard Street, near Shea 


Field, will be funded entirely by ADOG do- 
nations and a large grant from the Stan- 
ton Foundation, confirmed Christopher 
Sparks, the town's parks and recreation 
director. The town is managing the project 
but taxpayers will not be impacted. 

ADOG wants lights because shorter 
daylight hours in the fall make it unsafe for 


dogs and their owners to stay at the park 
until its official closing time of 9 p.m. The 
lights would operate during the fall and 
spring on the same automatic timers that 
other town parks use. 

“In the fall and the spring it gets dark so 
much earlier, said ADOG President Sue 
Drumm. “In the fall you can have beautiful 


weather, but it's 5 oclock and it's pitch black. 
You can't see anything in these parks. People 
are walking around with flashlights, trying to 
clean up their dogs messes. It's not safe for ei- 
ther the four-legged friends or their owners.’

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Oct. 10 ballot will have 24 names for council

Thanks to a flurry of petition 
submissions in the final week, Aga- 
wam now has a 24-way race for the 
11 at-large City Council seats, forc- 
ing a preliminary election. 

The deadline to return nomina- 
tion petitions with 100 signatures of 
Agawam voters was Aug. 24. Town 
Clerk Vincent Gioscia confirmed 
late last week that 24 candidates 
for the council, three candidates 
for mayor and eight candidates for 
School Committee will appear on 
Agawam ballots. 

Apart from James Cichetti, who 
will give up the council presidency 


to run for mayor, all 10 City Council 
incumbents are running for re-elec- 
tion. There are 14 challengers, a mix 
of political newcomers and expe- 
rienced campaigners hoping to re- 
turn to public service. Incumbents 
on the ballot are George Bitzas, Ce- 
cilia Calabrese, Paul Cavallo, Chris- 
topher Johnson, Gina Letellier, Jo- 
seph Mineo, Donald Rheault, Robert 
Rossi, Anthony Suffriti and Richard 
Theroux. Challengers are Billy Ches- 
ter, William Clark, Richard Cohen, 
Michael Daley, Susan Dawson, Ron- 
ald LaRiviere, Robert Magovern, 
Peter McNair, Dino Mercadante, 
Joseph Moore, Douglas Reed, Rose- 
mary Sandlin, John Steinberg Jr. and 
Ronald Wieners Jr. Three of the chal- 


lengers have experience in higher 
elected office: Cohen is the current 
mayor, Dawson is a former mayor, 
and Sandlin was formerly Agawams 
state representative. 

The two lowest finishers in the 
Oct. 10 preliminary election will 
be eliminated, leaving a field of 
22 candidates — exactly twice the 
number of seats available — for the 
Nov. 7 general election ballot. 

Also on the preliminary ballot 
will be the three candidates for 
mayor, Vakny Chonmany, James 
Cichetti and William Sapelli. 
Whichever two candidates have 
the highest number of votes in Oc- 
tober will appear in a two-way race 
on the November ballot. 


School Committee candidates 
will not appear on the preliminary 
ballot. Eight candidates — five in- 
cumbents and three challengers — 
are competing for the six available 
seats. Because the number of candi- 
dates is less than double the number 
of seats available, all eight nominees 
will appear on the Nov. 7 ballot. In- 
cumbents seeking re-election are 
Anthony Bonavita, Shelley Borgat- 
ti-Reed, Brian Burbank, Carmino Mi- 
neo and Wendy Rua. Challengers are 
Albert Christopher II, Kerri O Connor 
and Tracy Wilkie. Incumbent Diane 
Juzba is not running for re-election.

Supporting safer 
ways to school 


Briens Corner is getting a facelift. Feeding 
() Hills Center is being re-engineered with Grang- 

er School traffic in mind. No parking on Main 
Street by Doering School. 

Agawam taxpayers, and the state of Massachu- 
setts, are spending big money on student safety. 

Moving the morning dropoff and afternoon pick- 
up spots for middle schoolers from Main Street to the 
parking lot behind Doering School will make getting 
to school safer, especially as the state embarks on a 
multi-year reconstruction not only of the Morgan-Sul- 
livan Bridge — the span carrying Route 147 between 
Agawam and West Springfield — but also of hundreds 
of yards of roadway in the bridge neighborhood. 

The state was supposed to start work on Feeding 
Hills Center — the busy intersection of Southwick, 
Springfield and North and South Westfield streets — 
this year, but wisely decided to go back to the drawing 
board and find a way to improve the dropoff and pick- 
up traffic flows at Granger School while they were at it. 

O'Briens Corner, where Springfield Street meets 
Maple, North and Rowley streets, is the town's choice 
for its first "Complete Streets" state grant-funded proj- 
ect. Town Engineer Michelle Chase said she picked 
this area in part because of the proximity to Robinson 
Park School and the number of student “walkers” who 
cross there every morning and afternoon. 

No matter how many millions of dollars Agawam 
spends on road engineering, however, the biggest fac- 
tor in student safety is you. All the signs and lines and 
signals in the world mean nothing if the driver doesn't 
heed them, or is going to fast to obey them, or isnt 
watching and doesnt see them. 

School is back in session next week, which means 
youngsters will be out on a sidewalk — and a cross- 
walk — near you. All up and down your street, yellow 
buses will be stopping to let children on and off. Near 
your neighborhood school, traffic jams you didn't see 
in the summer will pop up between 7 and 8:30 a.m., 
and again between 2 and 3:30 p.m. 

Give yourself some extra time in the coming weeks. 
Keep a closer eye than usual on the side of the road, to 
be aware of children darting into your path. Slow down. 

When the yellow bus stops and the red "stop" sign 
pops out, do what it says. Remember that in these first 
days of school, students may take more time than usu- 
al to board, and parents may want a half-minute to 
chat with the bus driver. 

It shouldn't need to be said, but this month more 
than any other, hang up and drive. The text message or 
email can wait. A seven-year-old jaywalking might not. 

Youre paying tax dollars to make O'Briens Corner, 
Feeding Hills Center and Main Street safer for our young- 
est pedestrians. Make sure you pay attention, too.

Mayor's golf roof inaction may lead to more blight 


Regarding Mayor Cohens response in 
your lead article of the Aug. 24 edition that 
hes waiting for the audit of last fiscal year 
before taking action regarding the failing 
roof at the golf course: I’ve previously opined 
that roof repairs or replacement needed im- 
mediately should be funded from golf op- 
erations, buying the course more time to 
prove that it can be a viable operation and 
for other options to be explored. I continue 
to fail to understand why the annual audit 
prevents this critical work from being per- 
formed. There have been adequate funds 
in golf course retained earnings for nearly 
three years and enough money ($60,000- 
plus) remains at the end of last fiscal year to 
do the base scope of work (roughly $55,000). 

If that really isn't satisfactory to meet 
state regulations, immediate funding for 
an emergency can be arranged. This was 
done on Sept. 19, 2016, to replace a bowed/ 
impinged sewer line on Main Street, at a 
cost of $270,000. (At the same time, a new 
"greens mower for the golf course was de- 
layed for months.) Now, based on all your 
reporting, the banquet room and pro shop 
are at serious risk and continue to suffer 
more damage. It's an urgent matter, per the 
head of Building Maintenance. 

I cant say for certain whether or not 
Mayor Cohen understands the degree of 


risk hes taking with town assets, both 
last year when he forced continued use of 
equipment that could have destroyed ex- 
pensive putting greens, orthis year when he 
leaves the main building exposed to critical 
damage. If he does understand, I can only 
surmise his failure to act results from re- 
sentment of having to deal with the course 
at all, particularly under such challeng- 
ing industry conditions. I say this in part 
based on the mayors comment to me that 
Agawam never should have taken on the 
course, but now we must keep it. Or may- 
be it's that he resents needing to work out 
an arrangement with the City Council as 
he had to for the sewer line. Mayor Cohen's 
(in)actions may result in one more blighted 
property if hes not prudent, though. 

If were not ready to perform an orderly 
shutdown of golf operations due to rounds 
played being less than half of what they 
once were, then remedial action must be 
taken imminently! 

Do we have to wait for a new mayor to 
deal with this situation over or after the 
winter? I hope not. 'Ihe focus needs to be 
on economical promotion planning after 
the turn of the calendar year.

We tried again 
in the morning and when we got 
to the parking lot of Mesa Verde, 
found that many others also had 
trouble with the whiteout.

Mesa Verde had to do with safety 
from enemies. The cliff dwellings 
were easily defended and the agri- 
cultural space on the mesa provid- 
ed fruit and vegetables, meat and 
poultry. ... All for several hundred 
years, and then, presto! The popu- 
lation just disappeared. Here had 
lived native scholars, scientists, as- 
tronomers, engineers and builders. 
The visitor center offered many dif- 
fering type of tours to the dwellings, 
and we selected a couple. 

It was tricky walking, and one 
needed agility to make the trip. It 
was very worthwhile and I had to 
admire the stamina of the people 
who lived here 800 years ago. The 


rooms were chiseled out of stone 
and clay and granite and were laid 
out perfectly. They thought of air 
flow, heating sunlight and seasons. 
Kitty and I suggest that even if you 
do not get an opportunity to visit 
Mesa Verde, that you look it up on 
the Internet, or the public library, 
and see how advanced the civiliza- 
tion was at that time. It is surpris- 
ing and quite worthwhile. 

Just do not get too close to the 
pickup truck towing a horse trailer!

ousing, and afford- 
able housing in 
particular, is com- 


plicated, difficult to under- 
stand, and often misunder- 
stood. 

My background and in- 
terest in affordable housing 
goes back to when I lived in 
a mixed income neighbor- 
hood in Hartford, and was 
a member of the board of 
Hill Housing Inc., a Housing 
Development Corporation. 

After returning to Aga- 
wam, I volunteered to serve 
on the Community Preser- 
vation Act Committee and 


attended the annual Hous- 
ing Institutes sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Housing 
Partnership. I was appoint- 
ed to be a com- 
missioner of the 
Agawam Hous- 
ing Authority, 
serving two years 
as chair. I was 
the first person 
appointed to the 
Agawam Hous- 
ing Committee, 
having worked 
on the ordinance 
passed by the 
City Council in May 2014 
to create the committee, 
which I am currently help- 
ing to coordinate. 

Now that Agawams 
Housing Production Plan 
has been approved by the 
state Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Devel- 
opment, I wanted to share 
some facts about housing 
that may not be known 
by residents, as the town 
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moves forward to imple- 
ment the Housing Produc- 
tion Plan. 

Regarding the state of 
housing in gen- 
eral, there is a 
growing hous- 
ing crisis, with 
a huge shortage 
of housing that 
is affordable, 
for people at 
extremely low 
income levels, 
and for middle 
income people as 
well. 

In the Introduction to 
“Out of Reach 2017; the Na- 
tional Low Income Housing 
Coalition Report, U.S. Rep. 
Keith Ellison of Minneso- 
ta stated, “Ihe affordable 
housing crisis is hitting 
middle class, poor, rural, 
urban, people of all ethnici- 





ties, cultures and faith com- 
munities. Across the na- 
tion, millions of America's 
families are struggling to 
pay their rent each month.’ 

This is a problem of 
supply and demand. The 
2017 Massachusetts Hous- 
ing Institute presenta- 
tion, "Unlock the Com- 
monwealth: The Housing 
Squeeze in Massachusetts; 
reported that "In recent 
years Massachusetts cities 
and towns have permit- 
ted less new housing than 
at almost any point since 
the 1950s. ... Without add- 
ing any new people or any 
new jobs, the states hous- 
ing supply is already about 
44,000 short of demand. ..^ 

The standard for hous- 
ing affordability is to pay 
no more than 30 percent of 
gross income for housing.

People paying more than 
30 percent of their income 
for housing are considered 
cost-burdened for hous- 
ing and will not be able to 
afford other necessities of 
life, such as childcare, tax- 
es, food, healthcare, trans- 
portation and other mis- 
cellaneous expenses. Those 
paying more than 50 per- 
cent will be able to pay for 
even fewer necessities, and 
will be at risk of becoming 
homeless. 

Subsidized affordable 
housing is for people earn- 
ing up to 80 percent of 
the Area Median Income, 
which for Agawam is up to 
$44,800 for a single person, 
and up to $64,000 for a fam- 
ily of four. These amounts 
are defined by HUD as low

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those meals schools serve 
each month. 

Agawams schools sell 
nearly 3,000 lunches per 
day, and about half of the 
districts 4,000 students 
are eligible for free or re- 
duced-price meals under 
the lunch program. ‘This 
school year, the full cost 
of daily school lunches is 
$2.70 for elementary and 
middle school students and 
$2.95 for junior high and 
high school students. 

A breakfast initiative 
was launched in the schools 
during the last school year, 
allowing students to choose 
from a variety of whole- 
some foods when arriving 
at school. The full cost of 
breakfast at all schools is 
$1.50. Students qualifying 
for the school lunch pro- 
gram also can receive free 
or reduced-cost breakfasts. 

Its Illouzs job to help 
kids eat healthy by preparing 
meals that meet USDA nu- 
trition standards regarding 
what schools can and cannot 
serve students. The USDA 
also regulates meal patterns 
to make sure students are 
served a variety of nutritious 
and healthy foods. 

Under the regulations, 
schools must increase the 
availability of fruits, vegeta- 
bles, whole grains, and fat- 
free and low-fat fluid milk 
while also reducing levels 
of sodium, saturated fat and 
trans fat in meals, but still 
meeting nutritional needs of 
schoolchildren within their 
calorie requirements 

"One of my biggest 
challenges is implement- 
ing whole grains into all 
of our meals. For a meal to 
be in compliance, it must 
contain at least 51 percent 
whole grain; said Illouz. 

According to Illouz, Aga- 
wams school cafeterias now 
offer a wide array of flavor- 
ful and appealing products 
that kids are becoming ac- 
customed to eating — from 
muffins at breakfast to

whole grain pasta for lunch 
to whole grain cookies for 
dessert or snacks. 


Ages and portions 

Illouz also tailors meals 
and snacks to allow for 
different portion sizes for 
students in different grade 
levels. One of his main con- 
cerns when he was hired 
three years ago was to satis- 
fy teens at high school who 
are served the same food as 
elementary school kids. 

"We answered that by 
not only increasing the 
amount per serving, but 
also by transitioning into 
whole muscle products; 
he explained. "Whole mus- 
cle products, such as white 
meat chicken patties, take 
longer to break down in 
your body, making you full 
for a longer period of time.’ 

Since making these 
changes during the past 
two years, the percentage 
of students eating meals 
served at the schools has 
increased. 
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' firmly believe we 
must cater to our students 
wants, Illouz said. “After lis- 
tening to students, we ve im- 
plemented new items that 
have been a great success.’ 

AHS senior Anthony 
Passerini said the calzones 
and chicken wraps served 
for lunch are quite filling — 
and healthy. 

“I dont need a couple 
of wraps to feel full he 
said. "Iheres no need to 
go back for more. It's also 
better than junk food — it's 
good that they're giving us 
healthier choices.” 

Junior Amanda Thom- 
as agreed, adding that the 
food is “good” in quality 
and choice: "What they 
serve makes kids want to 
eat healthier. 

"Its all about listening to 
our students; added Illouz. 
“They determine what they 
will and will not eat. By giv- 
ing them the opportunity to 
voice their opinions, were 
able to determine what 
meals will be successful. It's 
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Parents can monitor kid's account, 
purchase school meals online now

To make it easier for parents to pay 
for the food their kids buy at school, Aga- 
wam has partnered with MySchoolAc- 
count, an online service, to prepay stu- 
dents’ meals. Parents have the ability to 
not only monitor their childrens meal 
purchases, but also track what they've 
eaten for the past 30 days, make depos- 
its directly into their meal accounts, and 
transfer funds between students. 

Each childs account is updated 
nightly so account balance information 
and payments are current for the follow- 
ing day. Parents also can have an email 
reminder sent to you them when an ac- 
count balance gets low. 

Illouz said he strongly recommends 
that every household create an online 
account at myschoolaccount.com. 

"Parents can assign each student in 
a household to their account as well as 
track whether or not they are eating, Il- 
louz said. “The software also allows par- 
ents to gather more information at the 
granular level and see what exactly their 
kids are eating. 

The online service also allows control 
whether funds deposited can be used to 
purchase snacks, or only the main meal. 


Additionally, it offers a smartphone app 
that can be downloaded on either the 
Apple or Android platforms. 

While every district encounters is- 
sues with delinquent lunch accounts, 
Illouz said Agawam always tries to be 
"proactive" by having families in the 
district who qualify for free or reduced 
meals apply at the beginning of the year. 
But there are times when households do 
not return the forms. 

When an account goes into arrears 
the household is contacted in writing 
and by phone. Another application is 
sent and they are encouraged to return it. 

“In Agawam, we firmly believe that 
every child should be able to receive a 
nutritious meal — no matter if they owe 
money or not.’ 

He added that a student will always 
be provided a meal no matter the finan- 
cial situation of the student's account. At 
the high school level, if there is a negative 
balance that equates to more than four 
meals, an alternate meal will be provid- 
ed to fulfill USDA requirements. At the 
junior high school and below, a student 
gets the same meal as all other students. 

"Our goal in Agawam is to make sure 
that every child eats —plain and simple. 
We do everything in our power to make 
that happen, said Illouz. 





our job to educate them as 
much as possible to eat nu- 
tritiously, so that when they 
move on from us, they un- 
derstand the importance of 
eating healthy. 

One of the food services 
latest endeavors to encour- 
age healthy eating was pur- 
chasing two blenders with a 
New England Dairy Council 
grant to make and serve 
fresh smoothies at the high 
school. Illouz and Laura 
Casterline, a dietetic intern 
at UMass-Amherst, worked 
together last spring to for- 
mulate recipes using locally 
sourced dairy and produce 
to try with students. 

“The smoothies are a de- 
licious and simple way to im- 
prove vitamin D and calcium 
status among students, said 
Casterline. "Additionally, the 
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fresh produce is rich in vita- 
min C, which is important to 
improve students immunity 
and prevent spreading colds 
[and] flu.’ 
Smoothies, 
three times per week, were 


offered 


served with alternating 
sides (pretzels and hum- 
mus, cucumber salad and 
cheesy bread, muffins, etc.). 
“Our ‘grab and go concept 
was a great success and 
now will be a staple in the 
food service program; Il- 
louz said, adding that the 
reception from students 
was ‘amazing. 

Like the smoothies, all 
food served to students 
is prepared on-site. Each 
school has a fully operable 
commercial kitchen with 
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UM Laura Caster- 
line, a dietet- 
ic intern at 
UMass-Am- 
herst, helped 
Agawam 
formulate 
recipes 

using locally 
sourced dairy 
and produce.

equipment needed to pro- 
duce student meals. Illouz 
said much of the food is 
purchased through a col- 
laborative that includes 
Agawam and more than 
50 other school districts to 
purchase food products at 
the lowest cost. 

Illouz also is commit- 
ted to purchasing at least 5 
percent of the school's food 
from local farms in a 250- 
mile radius of Agawam. 

"We reached that goal 
last year and were staying 
with it this year. Hopeful- 
ly well hit 10 percent, but 
trying to buy food sourced 
locally as well as trying 
to be fiscally responsible 
can sometimes be a tough 
combination.’

higher than what is com- 
monly perceived for this 
term. 

Focusing on Agawam, 
the results of the Hous- 
ing Needs Assessment for 
Agawam, completed May 
4, 2016, were surprising 
and of concern, making 
clear there are many peo- 
ple living here who are in 
need of subsidized hous- 
ing, very little of which is 
presently available. 

The Housing Study 
found that about 40 per- 
cent of all households in 
Agawam have low-to-mod- 
erate incomes, at or below 
80 percent of the Area 
Median Income. ‘There 
are over 2,600 residents 
living in poverty. About 
30 percent of all people 
living in poverty in town 
are children under age 18, 
and about 12 percent are 
age 65 and over. There are 
about 800 Agawam house- 
holds with extremely low 
incomes which are severe- 
ly cost-burdened, estimat- 
ed to spend more than 
50 percent of their gross 
income for housing costs, 
making them particular- 
ly vulnerable to housing 
instability and the risk of 
homelessness. 

The age distribution in 
Agawam is changing, with 
more older and less young- 
er residents. Renters com- 
prise 25 percent of house- 
holds, and approximately 
40 percent of owner-occu- 
pied householders are be- 
tween ages 55 and 75. 

The Housing Study 
summarized some key 
housing needs in Aga- 
wam, which the Agawam 
Housing Production Plan 
FY18-22, completed in 
June 2017, used to identi- 
fy goals to meet Agawams 
housing needs, including:

Students returning to Agawam High 
School next week will find a familiar face 
in a new place.

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Doering dropoff, pickup | New AHS principal plans no major anga 
traffic pattern modified 


School officials recently 
announced a new morning 
dropoff and afternoon dis- 
missal plan for Roberta Do- 
ering School students that 
will begin with the first day 
of school. The change has 
been developed to ensure 
the safety of students, staff 
and parents. 'Ihe school is 
at 68 Main St., Agawam. 

Cars will no longer be 
allowed to park on Main 
Street in front of the school 
and Agawam Town Hall, 
and the front parking lot 
will be closed to student 
dropoff and pickup traffic. 
This change is being made 
because of two construc- 
tion projects that will im- 
pact traffic near the school. 

The first project is the 
repaving of Reed Street this 
fall. Ihe second project is 
the anticipated construc- 
tion to replace the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge con- 
necting Agawam and West 
Springfield. The bridge 
project is expected to start 
after this years Big E. Ad- 
ditionally, a bike lane is 
planned for the school side 
of Main Street directly in 
front of the school. 

Mornings: All morning 
student dropoffs will be in 
the rear parking lot. Parents 
dropping off students by 
car will enter the driveway 
next to the front parking lot 
and drive behind the rear of 
building to the door on the 
Town Hall side. Staff will 
be at this entrance to as- 
sist students who are being 
dropped off. No dropoffs 
will be allowed on Main 
Street or in the front park- 
ing lot. Please be aware that 
there may be a slight delay 
in the rear lot while stu- 
dents exit buses. 

Afternoons: All after- 
noon pickups will occur at 
the rear of the building, at 
the cafeteria door (Town 
Hall side), with the guid- 
ance of staff. Parents pick- 
ing up students can access 
the rear parking lot via the 
school driveway next to the 
front parking lot starting 
at 2:30 p.m. Afternoon dis- 
missal will occur immedi- 
ately after buses leave the 
school. Following the dis- 
missal of walkers, cars pick- 
ing up students will exit 
the rear lot using the same 
driveway (Town Hall side) 
as buses. To ensure every- 
ones safety, cars must not 
enter or exit through the 
back of Town Hall. 

Bus access: There is 
also a change in how buses 
will access the school be- 


cause of new dropoff and 
pickup procedures. Buses 
will access the dropoff and 
pickup area from the back 
of Town Hall, then line 
up on the Town Hall side 
school driveway to pick up 
and drop off students in 
two phases. Students will 
enter and exit the school on 
that side of the building. 

No dropoffs and pickups 
are allowed at the Towne 
Insurance Agency property 
adjacent to the school. The 
front parking lot will remain 
open during the school day 
for visitor parking as well as 
for meetings, late arrivals 
and early dismissals. 

This plan will be reviewed 
during an orientation for 
parents of incoming fifth- 
grade students on Thursday, 
Aug. 3,1 at 6:30 p.m. in the 
school auditorium. Maps of 
the new dropoff and pickup 
routes will be available at 
orientation. Maps will also 
be distributed to students 
on the first day of school 
and during Back to School 
Night, Wednesday, Sept. 13, 
at 6:30 p.m. The new pro- 
cedures and map also can 
be viewed on the Doering 
School website and on the 
School Department's Face- 
book page. 

This plan will be closely 
monitored by officials and 
adjusted if needed. The co- 
operation of everyone is 
appreciated and required 
to successfully and safe- 
ly implement these new 
procedures. The Agawam 
Police Department and 
school safety officer will be 
on site to monitor and en- 
force this plan. Officers will 
be stationed at the front of 
the school and in the front 
parking lot during drop 
off and dismissal times to 
guide and assist parents 
as they in adjust to these 
changes.

Thomas Schnepp has spent 35 
years in education, the last 12 as as- 
sistant principal at AHS. Next week, 
when students return from sum- 
mer break, they will be greeted by 
Schnepp in his new position as prin- 
cipal. 

Previously one of three assistant 
principals at AHS, Schnepp was pro- 
moted to the top position in June, re- 
placing Steve Lemanski, who is now 
Agawams superintendent of schools. 
Schnepp joined the district in 2002 
as a fifth grade teacher at Doering 
School, after working at a private 
school in Springfield for 20 years. 

While Schnepp is looking forward 
to his new role as principal, he said it's 
not one he had been actively seeking. 

"If Steve had not become superin- 
tendent, I wouldnt be looking to be- 
come a principal in another district, 
he said. "I'm a resident of Agawam 
and I was very content serving as an 
assistant principal at AHS? 

One of Schnepps first actions 
when he became principal in July 
was to fill the vacancy created by his 
promotion. Timothy Karetka, a sci- 
ence teacher at AHS for 10 years, was 
promoted to fill Schnepps previous 
assistant principal position. 

He said his promotion has been 
received positively at the school. 
Schnepp added that he's "fortu- 
nate to have moved into a position" 
where he had served as assistant 
principal for many years. He said 
this allowed him to establish “a lev- 
el of trust and rapport" among staff 
and students that will be helpful as 
the school's principal. 

Schnepp said hes not looking to 
make any “major” changes imme- 
diately. He said he and his staff will 
“continue to provide an excellent 
student experience. Schnepp added 
that under his administration, “AHS 
will continue to be a place where the 
students will be challenged academ- 
ically, but also a place where they 
make enjoyable memories.’ 

He said as teacher and now as a 
principal, hes in a profession where 
hes investing in and impacting 
young lives. 

“Even as an assistant principal 
while disciplining students, I didnt 
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look at it as purely punitive, he said. 
"My hope was always to get them to a 
place to see the effects of poor deci- 
sions and hopefully a desire to make 
a better choice next time. 

Schnepp said Lemanskis decade 
as principal will serve as a frame- 
work for how he plans to run the 
school, and how he will deal with any 
changes in the future. 

“T learned a lot from Steve, espe- 
cially how he would gather input from 
the staff to assist him when looking 
to make a change, Schnepp said. 
But Schnepp added that although 
their leadership styles are similar, he 
wont be doing everything exactly as 
Lemanski did. “Were different people 
with different personalities. I’m sure 
that will be evident at times.’ 

One issue that Schnepp likely 
will not have to deal with is whether 
to build a new high school. During 
Lemanskis tenure, the town tried 
several times to get state funding to 
replace the high school, but those 
requests were rejected. Ihe school — 
the towns second high school build- 
ing — was constructed in 1955 to re- 
place the original high school, which 
is now the middle school. Since then, 
several additions or “wings” have 
been added to the original building. 

"We would love to have a new 
building, but the reality is that our 
building is in really good shape. I wish 
there was a way to update our science

labs, but unfortunately I do not see 
that happening soon; Schnepp said. 

He added that the information 
technology department has done “a 
great job" to improve and update the 
schools technology needs in class- 
rooms. And with the recent renova- 
tion of the athletic fields and locker 
rooms, he said AHS students now 
have a "top notch’ athletic facility: 
“Our athletes can now practice and 
compete on fields and tennis courts 
that are second to none. 

Schnepp said hes also inherited 
an “excellent” school climate. 

"Its the people at AHS, not the 
building, that makes our students 
experiences such arich one, he said. 

An Agawam resident for 20 years, 
Schnepp attended Minnechaug Re- 
gional High School in Wilbraham. 
He majored in special education and 
minored in elementary education 
and psychology at AIC. He obtained 
a master’s degree in administration 
from Westfield State University. 

Schnepp began his education ca- 
reer in 1982 teaching special educa- 
tion at Springfield Christian School 
for grades 7-12. At the school, he also 
taught junior high school math, En- 
glish, K-12 physical education, and 
served as athletic director for 10 
years. Schnepp was assistant princi- 
pal at Springfield Christian School 
for six years before serving seven 
years as that school's principal.

ing touch for the park and no more major 
additions are planned for after they are in- 
stalled. She said there are some small kinks 
theyre still working through in learning 
how to run the park, but overall everything 
is going well. Sparks said the big dogs sec- 
tion ofthe park needs some drainage work. 
The town also currently takes care of main- 
tenance for the park, which Sparks said is 
a "pretty minimal" cost for the town since 
it fits into the DPW schedule for trash col- 
lecting and mowing easily with its neigh- 
bor Shea Field. 

Lights construction is expected to take 
place sometime this fall, hopefully by 
mid-October. Bids were opened Aug. 24 
and Sparks said the low bid was $27,000. 
The Stanton Foundation has $22,000 avail- 
able for the project, left over from the initial 
$200,000 pledge two year ago. It is not yet 
known how much ADOG will contribute. 
The group has been raising funds for park 
improvements over the past two years. 

The Stanton Foundation paid for the 
design of the park and was the primary do- 
nor of construction funds when the park 
was built two years ago, with ADOG rais- 
ing more than $25,000 in private donations 


and Agawams Community Preservation 
Act account, which is funded by a property 
tax surcharge, contributing $14,145. 

In two years, the dog park has quickly 
become a destination not just for residents, 
but dog owners from other towns. 

“They love it Drumm said. “People 
from out of town come here and wish their 
town had something like this. Other towns 
have reached out to us asking how we went 
about getting this dog park open ... what 
worked and what didn't work. Theyre us- 
ing us as a model. It's been great." 

Judy Van Doup of Westfield and her dog 
Gus visit Agawam every day to go the park, 
sometimes twice a day. She likes that the 
park is divided in two sections, for large 
and small dogs, and covered in grass. 

“I like the all the people that come 
here, said Van Doup. “I’ve made so many 
friends here. We have [a dog park] in 
Westfield, but its one area for all dogs 
and it's all wood chips. It's not safe. This 
is the best [park]. Everything about it is 
right; Van Doup said. 

ADOG has been active in fostering a 
community inside the chain link fences on 
Armory Drive and on the digital avenues 
of Facebook. Information about the park, 
events, fundraisers, and more is available 
at agawamdogpark.com.

Baby's Teeth — When to Start 
Fluoride Toothpaste 


We are frequently asked when is the 
best time to make the leap from fluoride- 
free (training toothpaste) to fluoride kid's 
toothpaste. The most updated guidelines 

suggest that parents can skip the training toothpaste all together. 
The American Dental Association and the American Academy of 
Pediatric Dentistry suggest a tiny smear of fluoride toothpaste 
(about the size of a rice grain) on the brush twice daily as soon 
as baby teeth come into the mouth. Once children turn 3 years 
old, the amount can be increased to a pea-size dollop. Children 
should be taught to spit out toothpaste as they get older, but 
parents can still help small children brush with a tiny amount of 
fluoride toothpaste even before they are able to spit. The purpose 
of these updated guidelines is to fight the rising number of cavities 
among young children, which can be caused by frequent snacking 
and/or frequent juice consumption. These recommendations 
overturn previous recommendations to start using a pea-size 
amount of fluoride toothpaste at 2 years. Remember these are 


general guidelines 
-- it is always best 
to ask your child’s 
dentist for specific 
recommendations!

a shiny tractor, but it's also nice 
to see tractors that are used, be- 
cause a lot of them are 30, 40, 50 
years old and still being used” 

He added: “As Agawam gets 
more developed, people appreci- 
ate there are still farms here. Fam- 
ilies come out, kids love the trac- 
tors. It's nice to remind people 
where the food comes from. It's 
nice we still have places in town 
where we can get locally grown 
food and it's for a good cause.’ 

The tractor show draws a 
couple dozen tractors from local 
farms, featuring a wide variety 
of styles and sizes. Some of these 
tractors have been in use for more 
than 40 years. The older models 
are well-built and do their job, 
making the expensive upgrade to 
a newer model unnecessary. 

“They do the job, and a lot of 
these tractors we just use for cer- 
tain jobs, so it doesnt really pay to 
buy a new tractor to do that job, 
explained Bob Cecchi Sr, David's 
father. "A lot of the old tractors are 
built better than the new ones. 
Newer tractors have a lot of plastic 
in them. Theyre computer-gener- 
ated so you have to get a technician 
out to fix it" Bob uses more than a 
dozen tractors at E. Cecchi Farms, 
ranging from John Deeres and 
Fords to Internationals, including 
the towering International 3588, 
the biggest tractor on the farm, 
which Bob loves for its size, power 
and style. The tractors are tailored 
to various tasks, with no particular 
one handling the full load of the 80- 
acre Feeding Hills farm. 

Al Fini, an exhibitor at previous 
Agawam tractor shows, owns a 
1945 Farmall A that has a unique 
feature, an experimental mecha-

nism to automate the physically 
demanding raising and lowering of 
implements on the tractor. The idea 
was to use exhaust to open and 
close valves to fill a cylinder that 
raises and lowers the attachments. 

"It was a design flaw, it didnt 
work. The exhaust was too hot 
and kept burning up the gaskets. 
After several attempts, most peo- 
ple gave up on it and threw it 
away, he said. 

He kept his, however, making 
Finis complete apparatus a rari- 
ty today. It doesnt see much use 
today outside of mowing, but be- 
tween the unique component and 
seeing how much fun kids have sit- 
ting on the tractors, doing shows 
never gets old for this retired farm- 
er. In addition to attending the 
Cecchis show, he will be hosting 
a tractor and antique car show at 
the Big E, which he has been doing 
for the past several years. 

"My tractors kind of smaller 
than a lot of them, and I allow 
kids to sit on them as long as the 


parents watching. Most people 
wont let kids sit on their tractors. 
I enjoy that, that's the way I start- 
ed — my father had me sitting on 
a tractor when I was four or five. 

Farming can be a demand- 
ing job, but each season when 
the crops grow up and provide a 
bountiful harvest is a reward in 
itself, Fini said. He added that he 
has never had to dread Mondays. 

"Most people live for their 
time off, and we never considered 
that, Fini said. "We never suf- 
fered a ‘blue Monday’ in our life. 
I worked every day, so every day 
was no different or worse. It was 
much easier to just keep working.’

Children from families whose income is at or below the levels shown are eligible for free or 
reduced-price meals. 

Application forms, with a letter to households, are being distributed to all homes. To apply 
for free or reduced-price meals, households must fill out the application and return it to the 
school. Only one application per household is needed. Additional copies are available at the 
office in each school. The information provided on the application will be used to determine 
eligibility and may be verified at any time during the school year by school or other program 
officials. 

For school officials to determine eligibility, households must provide the following informa- 
tion listed on the application: the names of everyone in the household, the amount of income 
each household member currently receives, where it came from, and how often income is 
received; the signature of an adult household member and the last four digits of that adult's 
social security number. If the adult signing the application does not have a social security 
number, check the “I do not have a social security number" box. For a child who is a member 
of a Basic Food household or Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF) assistance 
unit, or Food Distribution Program on Indian Reservations (FDPIR), the household need pro- 
vide only the child's name, the Basic Food, TANF, or FDPIR case number, and printed name 
and signature of an adult member on the application. An adult in the household with a case 
number may also qualify students also living in the household. 

Public School Districts receive student data matched with the Department of Social and 
Health Services data and automatically qualify children receiving Basic Food and TANF as- 
sistance. No application is required. All children living in the household and attending the 
school are eligible for free meals. If a child was not listed on the eligibility notice, contact the 
school or district office. 





Children certified as homeless by the school McKinney-Vento homeless liaison, designated 
as migrant by the school migrant coordinator as well as children in Head Start classrooms 
may be eligible for free meals. Contact the school or district office if more information is 
needed. 

Households that do not want their child(ren) to participate in the free meal program should 
notify the child(ren)'s school. 

Foster children, under the legal responsibility of a foster care agency or court are eligible for 
free meals. An application may be submitted. The foster child may be included as a member 
of the foster family if the foster family chooses to also apply for benefits for other children 
in the family. If you have questions about applying for foster children, contact the school or 
district office. 

Children residing in households participating in Women, Infants, and Children (WIC) may be 
eligible for free or reduced price meals and may complete a meal application. 

Under the provisions of the free and reduced-price policy, the designated approving offi- 
cial(s) will review applications and determine eligibility. Parents or guardians dissatisfied with 
the ruling of the official may wish to discuss the decision with the approving official on an 
informal basis. Parents wishing to make a formal appeal may make a request, either orally 
or in writing, to the fair hearing official, Robert Clickstein, Business Manager for a hearing on 
the decision. 

The information provided by households is confidential. 

Meal benefits from the previous school year apply for the first 30 school days of the new 
school year or until a new application is submitted. After this time, children must pay full price 
for meals. 

You may apply for meal benefits if you become unemployed or your economic situation 
changes at any time during the school year. 

Contact the school or district office if assistance is needed with application materials in 
different languages.

Heart of the matter: AED on field saved Agawam coach’s life

Frank Destefano, the presence of 
an automatic external defibrillator 
(AED) made every difference. 
In late October last year, Destefano was 
coaching on the sidelines in Westfield of a 
Saturday night game when he collapsed. 


At the time of the incident, Destefano 
had actually died on the field. His heart 
was not beating and he was suffering from 
a heart attack. Within seconds, he was be- 
ing attended to by EMTs, who utilized an 
AED to get his heart beating again. 

“He was literally dead out there, said 
Suburban Amateur Football League Com- 
missioner David Dematteo. “It was really 
scary. If we did not have the AED there, he 


would not have come back. He probably 
would have been dead anywhere else’ 

Destefano had clogged and complete- 
ly blocked arteries. He had surgery and is 
patrolling the sidelines for the Agawam Ju- 
niors this season. 

“I dont remember much of the day, 
said Destefano. “I just know that I am living 
proof that we need AEDs at the fields. It's 
so important.’ 


Recently, the SAFL made it a rule that all 
youth football sites have an AED available. 

Additionally, coaches and other volun- 
teers for SAFL teams are trained and cer- 
tified in first aid, CPR, and use of the AED. 

While it is very uncommon for children 
and teenagers to suffer from cardiac arrest, 
there is always the possibility.

The second of two teams to be 
a part of this year's Hall of Fame is 
girls soccer team of 1982. The group 
was coached by Bill O'Brien and 
won Agawams first-ever sectional 
championship in double overtime.

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September is Library Card Sign-up 
Month, a time when the American Library 
Association and libraries across the coun- 
try remind parents that a library card is the 
most important school supply of all. 

This year marks the 30th anniversary 
of Library Card Signup Month, a national 
observance that was launched in 1987 to 
ensure every child obtain a library card and 
use it. Since then, thousands of public and 
school libraries join each fall in a national 
effort to ensure every child does just that. 

The Agawam Public Library is part of 
the C/W MARS Library Consortium. If Aga- 
wam doesn't have a book or movie, library 
staff can easily help a patron order it from 
a different library in the consortium. There 
are over 150 libraries in the C/W MARS 
consortium. 

C/W MARS library cards are free for 
Massachusetts residents and people who 
own property in Agawam, or those who 
are employed by a business or agency in 
the town of Agawam. Patrons age 18 and 
over must have a picture ID with their 
present address. If the picture ID does 
not have the present address, library card 
applicants may produce business mail, a 
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checkbook or auto registration as proof of 
residency. Patrons who do not have prop- 
er proof may only borrow two books until 
proper proof is given. Patrons age 13-17 
must have parent or guardian with them 
or have a positive picture ID and verifiable 
address. Patrons age 12 and younger must 
have a parent or guardian signature. A 
child may have a card at any age, if a par- 
ent desires. 

Libraries play an important role in 
the education and development of chil- 
dren. Studies show that children who are 
read to in the home and who use the library 
perform better in school and are more like- 
ly to continue to use the library as a source 
of lifetime learning. 

Todays public libraries are thriving 
technology hubs that millions rely on as 
their first or only choice for Internet access 
and digital content. In addition to books, 
magazines, DVDs, computers, games, and 
other multimedia materials, libraries pro- 
vide access to e-books and e-book readers.

Hundreds of kids, 
teens read in library 
summer program 


As part of the Summer 
Reading Program at Aga- 
wam Public Library, kids 
and teens kept track of the 
number of minutes they 
read, and earned raffle 
tickets which were used to 
enter to win prizes. When 
readers brought in their 
reading logs to receive 
their raffle tickets, they also 
received a scratch ticket 
that had a small prize, so 
everyone won something 
for their hard work. At the 
end of the program, partic- 
ipants were asked to return 
their reading logs to the 
library so the number of 
minutes that everyone read 
could be tallied. 

The library had 668 kids 
and teens register for this 
years Summer Reading 
Program, “Building a Better 
World. Together, they read 
a total of 284,732 minutes, 
equal to 4,745.5 hours. 

Ihe library also host- 
ed its annual Elementa- 
ry School Challenge. The 
school with the highest 
percentage of 25-Day Read- 
ers was awarded $200 for 
its school library. The other 
three elementary schools 
received $100 each for their 
school library. The Friends 
of the Agawam Public Li- 
brary provided this money 
for this program. The win- 
ner ofthis contest was Ben- 
jamin Phelps School, which 
had 70 students register for 
the program and 57 percent 


of the registered students 
meeting the 25-Day Reader 
Challenge. 

The library also had 33 
kids programs that 535 kids 
and their families attended. 
These programs included 
"Crochet with Plastic Yarn: 
Plarning for the Whole 
family" taught by Karen 
Robison, where students 
learned how to make mats 
out of plastic bags. With 
Mike the Bubble Man, they 
learned all about bubbles 
and some people even 
stood inside giant bubbles. 
At the "Balloon Workshop 
with Ed the Wizard" they 
learned to make many 
different types of balloon 
sculptures. 

The library sponsored 
10 programs for teens and 
tweens, with 81 partici- 
pants. At the “Teen Choco- 
late Make & Take” program 
with Kim Larkin of Klassic 
Kreations, they learned all 
about chocolate and got to 
eat some, too. At the “Build 
a Box to Hold your Secrets,’ 
program, the kids learned 
how to take discarded li- 
brary books and cut them 
in such a way that they be- 
came little boxes. At “Laugh 
Out Loud at the Library, 
the Phantom Sheep taught 
them all about improv.
